WHEN you knock on people's 
doors while canvassing for 
support at local council election 
time, it soon becomes apparent 
that the overriding concern of 
the vast majority of voters is 
crime and anti-social behaviour.

The soldiers, Private Kyle Adams, 
Corporal Kevin Mulligan and 
Corporal Dale Thomas Hoskins, 
died after their Jackal armoured 
vehicle was hit by an explosion 
north of Lashkar Gah in Helmand 
Province. 

They were carrying out a routine 
security patrol alongside Afghan 
security forces when their vehicle 
was hit by an explosion before 
coming under small arms fire, the 
Ministry of Defence said. 

It is thought the three soldiers, 
from the Parachute Regiment, were 
killed in the initial blast. A fourth 
member of the patrol was injured 
and remains in a critical condition. 

The MoD refused to confirm any 
more details about the men, but it 
is understood they were working 
with special forces. 

They belonged to the Special 
Forces Support Group (SFSG), 


which was formed in April 2006 to 
assist the SAS and Special Boat 
Service on operations, the Times 
reported. The SFSG is made up of 
personnel from the Parachute 
Regiment, the Royal Marines, and 
the RAF Regiment. 

Its main role is to provide direct 
support for UK special forces 
missions, but it is also involved in 
domestic counter-terrorism 
operations. 

This tragic and unnecessary loss 
of British life has yet again 
highlighted the inadequacies of the 
armoured vehicles supplied to 
British troops. The lightly 
armoured Jackal offers little or no 
protection aginst heavy arms fire 
and roadside bombs. 

That the men were killed while 
riding in a Jackal is "particularly 
worrying", according to the 
defence expert Dr Richard North, 
author of Ministry of Defeat, about 
Britain's role in Iraq. 

The Jackal was supposed to offer 
greater protection to British troops 
than the much-criticised Snatch 
Land Rover, in which at least 37 
personnel have died in Iraq and 





Afghanistan. Yet 13 soldiers have 
now died in Afghanistan in a Jackal, 
which is based on a Land Rover 
design, since September. It is 
"fundamentally flawed", according 
to Dr North. 

A fourth British soldier, Jason 
Williams, was killed trying to 
retrieve the body of an Afghan 
comrade. 

Private Jason Williams was part 
of a platoon searching for the 
bodies of three Afghan national 
army soldiers killed during an 
earlier attack near Gereshk in 
Helmand province. 

The mission was to stop 
insurgents taking the bodies, and 
two of them were found but while 
looking for the third corpse 
Williams set off a bomb laid by 
enemy forces.

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MOD TAKES WOUNDED 
SOLDIERS TO COURT 


DEFENCE officials and ministers have betrayed wounded British 
soldiers by seeking to cut their compensation payouts. 

The Ministry of Defence has begun a court battle to try to slash awards 
given to two seriously wounded servicemen by up to 70 per cent. The legal 
action comes as British troops suffer their heaviest casualties since the 
beginning of the conflict in Afghanistan in 2001. 

The MoD is appealing against a tribunal judgment that payouts to two 
injured soldiers should be increased after the men suffered complications 
to their injuries. Government lawyers are expected to argue that the 
ministry should have to compensate the men only for their original 
injuries, and not for the subsequent complications. 

Anthony Duncan, a soldier with the Light Dragoons, was shot in his left 
thigh while on patrol in Iraq in September 2005. The MoD initially gave 
him £9,250 but he appealed and was awarded £46,000 and a guaranteed 
weekly income payment for life, the Sunday Times reported. 

Royal Marine Matthew McWilliams broke a thigh bone on a training 
exercise. He was awarded £8,250 but a tribunal ordered the MoD to 
increase his payout to £28,750 and a guaranteed weekly payment because 
of damage to his knee following surgery.

SECOND REFERENDUM 


AS Ireland approaches its second 
referendum on the 
constitutional changes that 
would allow parliament to ratify 
the Lisbon Treaty into law, it has 
been announced that 
broadcasters will not have to 
give equal air time to opposing 
sides in the referendum debate. 

This move comes just months 
after RTE, Ireland’s state 
broadcaster, was cleared over a 
bias charge in its coverage of the 
previous Lisbon Treaty referendum 
in June 2008 where it was alleged 
coverage was weighted heavily in 
favour of the ‘Yes’ campaign. 

It is a clear attempt to bulldoze 
the legislation through the Dail, 
Ireland’s parliament, by forcing the 
electorate’s arm, just as was done 
with the Nice Treaty which the 
Irish electorate originally rejected 
in a 2001 referendum before being 
‘offered the opportunity’ to vote 
again the following year. 

The government has also spent 
the last year ramping up fear, 
uncertainty and doubt.

It has loaded the dice because it 
doesn’t trust the electorate to do its 
bidding and by scrapping equal air 
time for the 'No’ campaign it hopes 
to brainwash voters into accepting 
the treaty.
